Committee Gives Its Position on 
Bills to Go Before M is- 
souri Legislature. 


To the nditur of the Post Disp ltcs 

Certain statements appeariie 
the newspapers, particularly an arti- 
ele in the Post-Dispatch of Jan. 19 
Lddpesced to its editor, would seer 
eall for a statement of the nosition of 
the St. Louis Chamber of Commerce 
on the matter: of workmen's com- 
pensation. 

It has been intimated that the 
Chamber of Cominerce Was being 
used as a catspaw by certain insul- 
ance interests to foster a bill pre- 
pared by the insurance companies 

When the Workmen's Compensa 
tion Committee of the Chamber ¢ 
Commerce was fermed it recognized 
the ‘njustice to the workmen and thes

wasteful expense to the employer oc- 
casioned by the workygs of the pre 
ent tiability laws, which make it im- 
perative that the State of Missouri) 
adopt a workmen's compensation ac! 
at this meeting of the Legislature 
The members of the committee 
pledged themselves to work. for the 
passage of a fair and proper act, a: 
this was due the workmen of Mlis- 
souri on humanitarian grounds. I! 
was also recognized that the only 
parties interested were the employer 
and the workmen and that any law, 
to be ‘satisfactory to either must be 
satisfactory to both. Incidentally 1! 
followed that the selfish interests of 
the insurance companies or the dam- 
age suit lawyers had no place in the 
consideration of the measures of the 
bill. 
Four Principles Desired. 

This committee of the Chainber of 
Commerce has neither prepared nor 
fostered any particular bill. as it pre- 
ferred to wait until all the bills had 
appeared before lending its indorse- 
ment to any. In the meanwhile it 
made public its attitude on this ques- 
tion, and stated that it would support 
any bill which adequately and prop- 
erly covered the four following carai- 
nal principles: 

1. Ail wage workers should be in- 
cluded within the act and the law 
eheuld be operative irrespective of 
the class of hazard of the trade. 

2. There should be no liability 


other than that imposed by the com-' 


pensation act. In other words, if the

Indorsed “Missouri Bill.” 

All authorities and experts, as well 

unbiased commentators on the 
subject, are united in the opinion 
that any proper workmen's com- 
pensation act must e1 i\body fully the 
above mentioned principles, ade- 
quately and properly covered. 

AS before stated, the Workmen’s 
Compensation Committee fostered no 
bill and prepared no bill, and as the 
Legislature had already convened 
and the time for the presenting of 
the bill was drawing near, it consid- 
ered the only two bills which had 
been made public. After consider- 
ing the ‘federation of labor’” bill 
and the “Missouri” bill it made no 
recommendations or indorsement un- 
til Jan. 17, at which time the ‘‘Mis- 
souri’ bill was indorsed for the fol- 
lowing reasons: 


l. Becausegm the “Missouri” bill | 


carries out completely the four car- | 
dinal principles, and the “‘labor’’ bill | 
does not, failing particularly on the 
fourth point. 

Other Reasons for Approval. 

2. Because the ‘Missouri’ bili! 
consistently follows the Indiana act, 
which has been in successful opera- 
tion and declared to be the most sat- 
isfactory of all similar laws tn the 
(United States, by those who are com- 
petent to judge. The Indiana law 
has been thoroughly tried out and 
has filled the requirements of work-' 
men's compensation better than any 
other law so far in effect. The 
‘Missouri’ bill is fair to both em-
